pants of the other car. 


Newcastle police, on the trail 


of the stolen car, arrived at the 
scene of the crash a short time 
after the man had disappeared 
Into a nearby field. Getting a 
description of the man which 
tallied with that of the Glen- 
wood bank robber, they called 
Sheriff Ray Compton and Depu- 
ty Ed Compton to assist in the 
search. - ..

Swinging up and down the 


state press-agented as the Dean 
of the Indiana University law 
school, Prof. Paul McNutt ap- 
pears to be carrying on an old- 
fashioned mud slinging c'am- 
oafgn which is storing up much 
future trouble for the universi- 
ty. Advertised as an I. U. Dean, 
on the stump and over the radio, 
the Professor has attacked state 
officials and the legislature in 
such a manner as to start " a 
storm of protests from friends 
of the institution and following 
these protests came threats of 
retaliation upon the University. 
A. New Albany paper speaks out 
to the effect that while the Pro- 
fessor is pawing the sky on be- 
half of public economy it is al- 
ways noticeable that the insti- 
tution from which he draws his 
oay is lined up at 
the "pie 


counter" every time the legisla- 
ture meets, asking for its mil- 
lion and a half of the tax-pay- 
ers' money. Other newspaper 
comments of a like nature are 
received blaming the university 
for the antics of the professor 
on the stump and over the radio. 
McNutt personally is coming in 
for a lambasting also, as he is 
charged with not practicing the 
economy he hollers about so 
Loudly. One editor asserts that 
tie works four hours a week at 
the university, for 
thirty-four 


weeks of the year and for this 
service draws $6,500 a year — 
or some" $47.79 an hour — which 
is regarded as a horrible bit of 
economy on the part'of all con- 
cerned. 


It is to be deplored that Mc- 


Nutt is dragging the university 
into the bitter partisan politics 
which makes enemies and lines 
up opposition. No one ques- 
tions his right — or the. right of 
any I. U. professor — to engage 
in1 public life, to speak and work 
"or party success but. his right 
to play politics by methods 
which will raise half 6r more 
~ 
. 
state -against the university is 
ery severely -questioned here 
in Bloomtogton. No doubt it is 
:ven more severely questioned 
by the . university 
authorities 


and the thousands of alumi who 
lave helped build the institu- 
tion to its present eminence and 
who take pride to its progress 
and the wonderful future which 
,t should have. 
For any pro- 


fessor — or any man — to en- 
danger this future is bitter med- 
ictoe for friends, of the institu- 
tion to swallow, even if it is to 
satisfy McNutt's vaulting ambi- 
tion. For McNutt to use Indiana 
University as a door mat to one 
of his grabs for political office 
and glory — and It is well known

double aimed, either at the gov- 
ernor's chair or a seat to. the U.

Rio ibe Janeiro after overthrow- 
ing President Washington Luis 
in a coup -.d'etat, accompanied by 
rioting anp some arson. 


Although announcement was 
made at 10 o'clock this morning 
that the president had resigned, 
thus setting off great demon- 
strations in the principal streets 
of the capital, it was learned to- 
night that Washington Luis had 
not actually signed the decree. 


He held out against quitting, 
insisting he would never leave 
the government palace unless 
bound and taken by force. That 
the 
government 
had fallen, 


however, not even the Foreign! 
Office 
questioned. 
Only 
one 


thing remained, and that was 
the formality bf the president's 
signature on the dotted line. As 
he sat in his palace the building 
was surrounded by troops loyal 
to the new revolutionary move- 
ment. 
Thus tonight generals of the 


army were 
provisionally 
in 


charge of the capital of the 
greatest 
country 
in 
South 


America, apparently with the 
entire army and navy behind 
them. Three generals, Leite de 
Castro, Pantaleao Telles and 
Mena Barreto, 
comprise the 


junta and will control the gov- 
ernment until they are able to 
confer with representatives- of 
Rio Grande do Sul, Minas Ger- 
aes and other states which op- 
ened the revolt three weeks ago. 
They hope as a result to estab- 
lish a civil government.

require the services of Secretary 
Tames J. Davis, Known locally as

.ics as "Banjo Jim."

Sooner or later there must be a 


new secretary. Davis stayed on 
because^ Hoover couldn't decide 
whom to put in his place. Then 
Jim announced for the Senate in 
Pennsylvania and won the nomina- 
tion, which means his election, so 
there was but a brief lull in the 
buzz of speculation in the Labor 
Department and labor circles ficn- 
erally, as it was first-supposed that 
Jim would resign as soon as he be- 
gan to campaign.

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INCONSISTENCY 


The Democratic attempt to- make political 


capital out of the present business depression 
must fail because of its inherent lack of logic and 
consistency. Since the very essence of Democratic 
doctrine is an absolutely -hands off" policy 
toward constructive aid to business, it is absurd 
for them to complain that the present adminis- 
tration has "done nothing"—even if their com- 
plaint were founded on fact.

This means the Ameri- 
can people should throw away their tariff, throw 
away their automobiles, their standard of living, 
move into slums and, by the -strength of their 
own right arms-and the vigor of their own stout 
hearts" pit then- labor against that of the pit- 
tance paid worker of the Old World. 


FOOD FOE THE HUNGRY 


It is the American custom to criticize those 


whose manners and customs are radically differ- 
ent from the average. This is especially true in 
matters relating to religion. 


In the state of Ohio there is a sect whose mem- 


bers are known as the Amish; They ate devoui 
and orthodox believers, with some unusual no- 
tions. In the matter, of dress, for instance, they 
are little less than outlandish. Their women 
wear long black dresses, then- men wear black 
coats and square, flat hats^ They will not have 
any buttons or hooks oh their garments any- 
where. 
' 


They do not believe in living in cities. They 


have no use for such modern inventions as the 
radio, automobiles, moving pictures, honographs 
and the like. So they live, very quietly, on farms, 
isolated and apart, curious figures in the ultra- 
modern middle west. 


But it is not, perhaps, fair to judge people by 


externals. 


A few days ago the Amish learned that tunes 


were very bad in the city of Cleveland. They 
leraried that thousands of men there could not 
get work, had ho money and could not get any- 
thing to eat. . This distressed them very much; 
for the Arnish, who accept the Bible with great 
devotion, take literally the stipulation that it is 
wrong for a marl to live in plenty when his 
brother is starving. 


So what did this queer, outlandish Amish folk 


do but load up their wagons with good farm 
produce and start for'Cleveland. It was a long, 
toilsome trek, but they got there, and on their ar- 
rival they proceeded to a rescue mission and con- 
verted their farm produce into a bountiful dm- 
ner. And then they called on all men who were 
hungry to come and eat, without price. 


It is a little hard to read of these Amish and 


their act of generosity without feeling a little 
mist in the eyes. .They are queer people, with 
their odd notions and their strange clothing; 
but one recalls the injunction in the book that 
they revere—"By their fruits ye shall know 
them." And when you judge them on that basis, 
the Amish come off rather better than many of 
the rest of us.

tutional convention hi Indiana," 
said the statement, -originates 
in the public necessity for the 
reason that our present consti- 
tution fails to respond to^ otir 
progressive needs. 
'"' 


The' state farm leader an- 


nounced that his organization 
is committed in support of the 
referendum to be voted upon at 
the coming election. Taxation, 
described by Mr. Settle as being 
first in the minds of the farmers 
at this tune, is probably the,prin- 
cipal reason for the favorable 
gesture towards a revised consti- 
tution, he said. "Every person 
who shares in the benefits of 
govgernment with property 
of 


earning ability should carry his 
equitable share of the tax bur- 
den," he continued. "The Indiana 
tax system grossly fails in this 
just requirement and the fact is 
our constitution is a positive re- 
straint upon any fairly approxi- 
mate solution of this vitally im- 
portant question. It imposes up- 
on the General Assembly 
the 


impossible function of providing 
a law for a uniform and- equal 
tax upon two entirely different 
forms of property, tangible and 
intangible—one in sight, the 
other evasive."
